present  contract — that  is.  on  October  1st. 

The  amount  assessed  in  1883  for  street 
lighting  was  $3,800,  and,  iu  anticipation  of 
continuing  to  light  the  streets  for  the  next 
year,  the  same  sum  is  included  in  tho  tax 
levy  for  1884. 

The  price  paid  l.*r  several  years  past  has 
been  $2.75  per  thousand  feet,  and  thenum 
ber  of  lamps  lighted  was  236  In  addition 
to  the  cost  of  gas,  the  town  has  paid  the 
Company  $3.24  per  annum  for  cleaning  the 
lamps,  all  of  which  are  owned  by  the  town 
ship,  and  this  has  cost  almost  $765,  which 
was  a  part  of  the  $3,800 
purposes.
